Canada Offers a Fourth Corps. 

Ottawh, Mhrch 24.—The Domijnion 
government has offered a fourth Con 
tingent to go to South Africa to aid 
the cause of the empiré. 

So far no official statement is avail- 
able but your correspondent 
on excellent authority that the offer 
has been forwarded to Hon. Joseph 
Chamber!ain througn Lord Minto. 
Until such time as a reply is received 
of course the Dominien government 1s 
not in a position to give out anything 
on. the subject.; eek 

It is understood that this coitin- 
gent is to be the Jargest on record. If 
the Imperial authorities accept C.an- 
ada will forward with the utmost des- 
patch, 2,000 men. As to the compo- 
sition of the force, that will depend 
entirely upon the wish of the war o-- 


fice. In this as in regard to the; 
contingents that have already been 
sent to the front Canada will carry 


out the desire of the home authorities 
believing that in doing so she will be 
acting in the best interests of the em- 
pire. There is every reason to believe 
that the war office will ask that the 
greater proportion of the number of- 
fered will be mounted infantry. But 
as to the details of the force, that 
cannot be decided until an acceptance 
of the offer has been received. 

The contingent will, no doubt, be 
raised in the same way as the last 
one. Canada will supply the men 
and the department of militia will out- 
fit and equip the contingent chile 
Great Britain wiil, no doubt, insist, 
as it did in the last instance, in re- 
couping the Dominion for the cost.

Bu'letin correspondence. 
Ottawa, March 19, 1902. 
Tuesday was the second day of the 
budget debate and was chiefly notable 
for the lack of new matter introduc- 
ed into the discussion. The leader of 


the opposition continued his speech of 
Monday by an argument supporting 
high duties in favor of Canadian manu- 
factures, based upon the cry of twenty 
years ago that Canada was in danger 
of becoming a slaughter market ior 
the manufactures of the United States. 
He showed the enormous production of 
the States, and the small proportion of 
that production which was exported. 
A very small per centage of increase in 
production. would mean a stupendcus 
increase in exports. He quoted from 
the late President McKinley to show 
that feeling in the United States was 
tending strongly towards extension of 
foreign markets. Canada was the 
third best customer of the United 
States; its boundary lay along that of 
the United States for four thousand 
miles; Canada was therefore the coun- 
try which would first feel the effect of 
special efforts oa the part of United 
Sittates manufacturers to extend the 
market foc their products. This, he 
teok for granted, would be a calamity 
for which he did not recognize any pos- 
sibie compensation. It whys npthinig 
to him that the great producing  in- 
dustries of Canada should find in 
cheaper supplies, which were the raw 
material of their industry, a source 
of increased profit so long as one of his 
friends,—the manufacturers of Ontario 
or Quebec—would have his profits re- 
duced. While he spoke of protection 
to all indusiries in Canada, it was 
perfectly clear that his idea of the in- 
dustries of Canada covered only the 
manufacturing industries. Speaking 
of protection to the farmer, he said 
that Carada had imporied $25,000,000 
worth of farm products from the 
Sitates during the past year. “Wouid 
it not have been better,” he said, “for 
Canadian farmers to have received 
that money.” No doubt it would if 
Canadian farmers had had the -pro- 
ducts to sell at the time they were re- 
quired. But if the Canadian farmer 
had rot those products for sale at the 
time they were required, it does not 
seem that it would have been to the 
advantaige of Canada to have prevented 
jtthe| trades «nd industries requiring; 
these products from purchasinig them 
at the most reasonable price. Speak- 
ing of protection to the growers of 
wheat, he said Canada’s present popu- 
lation means a home consumption of 
wheat of between four and five bushels 
per head per year. That would mean 
a home consumption of some twenty- 
two millions of bushels, and the Cana- 
dian farmer should be protected in his 
home market to that extent. Hae did 
not take note of the fact that the pro 
duct of Manitoba and the Northwest 
this year is fifty million bushels: nor 
did he indicate how the price of the 
surplus over home consumption of 
twenty-five million bushels was to be 
taken care of by adjustment of the 
Canadian tariff. He wes very strong 
on the point that trade with the Unit- 
ed States had increased more rapidly 
than trade with Britain, and held that 
the balance of trade against Canada 
in favor of the States was the strong- 
est possible reason for an increase of 
the Canadian tariff. Throughout, his 
speech might very well be considered 
a resurrection of the arguments put 
forward on the introduction of the so- 
called national policy in 1878, taking 
no account of the fact that the argu- 
ments then put forward in favor of 
special protection to manufacturers in 
the general interests of the country 
had been absolutely disproved and dis- 
credited by the depression of °94 and 
95. Speaking of the preferential fea- 
tures of the tariff, he did not disguise 
the real feeling of the pirty of pro- 
teztion towards freer trade with Brit- 
ain. He declared it to be possible that 
Canada might be injured by the Brit- 
ish preference without Britain being 
benefitted; that if by reason of the pre- 
ference, one Canadian factory were 
closed because of the preference, it 
could only be because the people of 
Canad. were buying such goods as that 
factory would have produced, at a 
cheaper rate from Britain, and were 
thereby benefiting to a corresponding 
degree. Ihe wanufacturers of Can- 
ada, he declared, were of as much 
value to the empire as those of York- 
shire, and were entitled to more con- 
Bideration at the hands of the Cana- 
dian government. If Canada owed 
the empire anything for military pro- 
tection or otherwise, she should pay it 
by direct means rather than by trade 
preferences to the injury of her own 
industries. In order that there might 
be no mistake about the policy which 
he party of the opposition considers 
of chief imyortance, Mr. Borden con- 
cluded his address by movinig the fol- 
lowing reso'ution; “That this House, 
regarding the operation of the present 
tariff as unsatisfactory, is of opinion 
that this country requires a declared 
policy of such adequate protection io 
its labor, agricuijtural products, manu- 
factures and irdustries as will, at all 
fimes, secure the Canadian market 
for Canadians; and, while thus form- 
ally maintaining the necessity of such 
protection to Canadiar interests, this 
House afficms its belief in a policy 
of reciprocal trade preferences within 
the empire.” 

Hor. Sir Richard Cartwright, Minis- 
ter of Trade 2nd Commerce, next took 
up the parable. Although increasing 
weight of vears bas brought him a 
measure of physical infirmity, even his 
enemies will admit that the vigor of 
his wind as evidenced by the speech 
of Tuesday, has not been dulled. He 
was in excellent form, reminding ofd 
parliamentarians of the days when he 
was the financial critic of the then 
opposition, and surpassing any of his 
previous efforts since holding a port- 
folio in the present government. He 
ce:tainly showed himself to be beyond 
all question the cleverest debator in 
the House, complete and accurate in 
his facts compiled beforehand, and 
ready and cutiing in his answers to the 


points immediately raised in the dis- 
cussion. He note4 with marked effect 
that, when the leader of the opposition 
spoke of the unsatisfactory increase in 
trade with Britain, his imperialistic 
followers uniformily applauded; and 
that when he spoke of the increased 
volume of trade with the United Sta- 
tes, they cheered. The most notable 
feature of Sir Richard’s speech was 
the pronounced expression he gave to 
his views on the tariff question. The 
rumors of pos<ible changes in the in- 
terests of the manufacturers, which 
have been growing trom time to time, 
have given tise to a feeling of uneasi- 
ness amongst the low tariff support- 
ers of the government as to what 
course is likely to be taken in the near 
future. Sir Richard voiced the views 
of that part of the government sup- 
port when he reminded the party that 
they had come into power chiefly be- 
cause of dissatisfaction amongst the 
people with the policy of high protec- 
tion to special interests, and that if 
the mistaken course should be followed 
of again pandering to those interests, 
it would not be difficult to raise such 
a storm amongst the farmers and ran- 
chers of Ontario and the west, and the 
lumbermen and fishers of the east, as 
would bring aout other and unlooked- 
for changes. He dec!ared himse]f as 
not opposed to the manufacturing or 
any other Industry of Canada. The 
government had dealt gently with the 
manufacturers in the readjustment of 
the tariff, and he would advise them 
strongly to be content with matters as 
they stood. He reminded them of a 
saying of the late Sir John Macdon- 
ald—an, epitaph in a country church- 
yard; “i was well, I would be better, 
and here I am.” 

Turning from the tariff question, or 
rather following upon it in due course, 
Sir Richard took up the question of the 
census. He declared that no matter 
how our country increased in wealth, 
unless it increased in population its 
prosperity) was illusory rather thar 
substantial. The fact that over a mil- 
lion of native born Canadians are now 
resident in the United States, he con- 
sidered one of the greatest calamities 
that couJd have befallen Canada; al- 
though he admitted what was-our loss 
was im many cases their gain consid- 
ering the high positions of many of 
those who had gone across the line. 
He held that, under the conditions pre- 
vailinig since ’96, the Canadian exodus 
lod been checked, and, as well, a re- 
turn movement of population had been 
begun. He supported the statement 
made by the Minister of Finance that 
the increase of population shown by 
the census just taken, had occurred 
within the last five vears. Arguing 
on. this point, he declared that the cen- 
sus of 91 had been stuffed for the pur- 
pose of supporting the allegitions of 
prosperity of the country induced by 
the high protective tariff. ‘“Either,” 
he said, “the lists of ‘91 were unduly 
increased or the lists of 1901 have been 
unduly diminished.” There was every 
reson why th: lite government should 
try to make the largest showing pos- 
sibla in the census of 91, and thete was 
just 95 much reason why the present 
administration should try to make a 
good showing in 1901. The necassary 
inference was therefore, that if an er- 
ror was made, it was by the lists be- 
ing stuffed in 91, not in their being 
diminished in 1901. 

The one feature of Sir Richard’s 
speech which raised questions in the 
minds of the low tariff supporters of 
the government, was that it was the 
first of the kind he had delivered since 
coming to office, and vague rumors had 
come upon the air that it would be the 
last. That therefore the strong 
ground which he had taken was not 
that of a‘man who was defining a po<i- 
tion upon which he would fight future 
battles, but was merely giving a part- 
ing word of adivce to his followers and 
frierds, feelin at liberty to be more 
than usually candid inasmuch as te 
would not be in a position to repeat 
it. The rumor is, that Sir Richard is 
shortly to become Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Ontario at the conclusion of 
the term of Sir Oliver Mowat, and 
thus gracefully pass out of active Can- 
adian public life in which he has been 
such a grominent figure for nearly 
half a century. 

The debate was continued by Osler, 
member for West Toronto, in a very 
half-hearted way. He rallied the gov- 
ernment on their failure to cut down 
expenditure and on their alleged Jean- 
ings towards protection to manufac- 
turers. 

Having fired their biggest guns in 
the budget debate, the position of the 
opposition is. now fairly well defined. 
It is that of a patty which beyond the 
ptotection, of certain class interests, 
represented in its ranks, has no rea- 
son for its existence. [f at next ses-

being likely to do; on the showing 
made by the opposition during the past

The Twine Market. 
Commercial. 


An increase of substantial propor- 
tious in the general volume of twine 
business is reported by houses prose- 
cuting an active canvass, Nearly all 
such are obtaining numerous orders 
and most of the contracts call for lib- 
eral quantities. Most of them also 
contain protective clauses of _ some 
sort. In some sections, notably those 
most seriously affected by partial crop 
failures, the disposition to defer pur- 
chases is pronounced, although the 
objections of many dealers have been 
overcome by the use of a crop failure 
clause in contracts. 

Manufacturers generally appear un- 
usually confident regarding the out- 
come. The probable supply of twine 
for the season is not thought sufficient 
to cause a demorsalization of prices at 
the end. There is no disposition at 
present to advance prices and a de- 
cline seems to be quite out of the 
question as long as the fiber market 
holds its present strong position.

Bulletin correspondence. 

e March 18, 1902. 

The event of the session—the pre- 
sentation of the budget by the Min- 
ister of Finance--took place on Mon- 
day and was, as the Minister very hap- 
pily said, another chapter in the con- 
tinned story of Canada’s prosperity. 
Nerwithstanding tbe warning given by 
the Minister himself in his bu 
speech of the previous year, that the 
country had probably then reached the 
crest of the wave of pope: he was 
abie to announce a still further in- 
crease in all branches of the country’s 
business. The revenues had increas- 
ed, exports had increased, imports had 
increased, bank deposits had increased, 
and what was not so much a matter 
for congratulation, the public expendi- 
tures had also increased. The Minis- 
ter was at his best in the delivery pf 
the budget; he dealt in generalizations 
rather than in particulars, backing up 
the generalizations with the actual 
figures in every case, so that there 
could be no mistake or question as to 
the accuracy of the generalizations. He 
was purticular to explain that the 
same methods of bookkeeping . were 
still followed as were used by the pre- 
vious administration, so that compari- 
sons made between present and past 
results were fair and accurate. Under 
the tariff preference in favor of Brit- 
ish imports had shown a marked in- 
crease as compared with a g¢ontinual 
decrease before the adoption of _ the 
preference. But, although he did not 
say it, the object of the preference was 
not so much to increase our imports 
from Britain as to increase our ox 
ports to Britain, and it was on this 
line tha tthe largest and most satis- 
factory increase was shown. As the 
Minister pointed out, although the in- 
crease of trade with Britsin had not 
been as great under the preference, as 
was desiruble the records indicnted 
that, had the preference not been 
adopted, there would have been a large 
actual decrease instead of the moder- 
ate and fairly satipjfactory ier “3 
which bad really taken place, e 
caught the opposition neatly on an in- 
terruption which they mede at this 
point; they jecred and epplauded his 
admission that British trade had not 
increased more largely under the pre- 
ference. He asked did they wish the 
preference to be more or less success- 
fui in promoting trade, for, since the 
beginning of the session, deputations 
of their triends had been striving by 
every means to impress the govern- 
ment with the idea that the increase 
of British trade under the preference 
was ruising Canadian industry. Deal- 
ing with the feeling exhibited: by Ger- 
many towards Canada since the adop- 
tion. of the British preference, the Min- 
ister expressed the belief that, while 
the German government had some col- 
or for the view which they took, he 
still considered them to be under a 
mistake and believed that with a fair 
presentation of the case, Germany 
might be prevailed upon to take an- 
other attitude towards Crnadian 
trade, alihongh Canada had been the 
means of hjiving Germany's special 
privileges in the British markets abro- 
gated. This was not a neasure against 
Germany more than against other for- 
eign nations. The step taken by Can- 
ada was towards freer trade between 
all members of the British family of 
nations in which foreign nations could 
not reasonably expect to share, but 
in which Germany must have shared 
had the German treaty not been de- 
mounced. Notwithstanding what had 
taken place, Canada was still doing a 
very satisfactory amount of trade witb 
Germany and this held out the pros- 
pect of a still further increase of Ger- 
man trade if a proper understanding 
were arrived at with Germany. Can, 
ada was reaching out for new markets 
and it was of the policy of thegiovern. 
ment to leave nothing undone te se- 
cure avenues for the extension of Can- 
adian trade. 

Only on the question of large and in- 
creased expenditure did the Minister 
require to be apologetic. His apology 
consisted in a comparison between the 
surplus shown under the present ad- 
ministration und those under their 
predecessors. Under an identical sys- 
tem of bookkeeping, whereby charges 
for current expenses were separated 
from expenditures on capital account, 
the present government showed a net 
surplus of $19,743,527 during their five 
years administration as against a net 
surplus of $9,801,713 during the eigh- 
teen years of their predecessors. A 
comparison in increase of the national 
debt showed quite as favorably tor 
wards the present administration. Of 
the Post Office Department, the Min- 
ister said) that the year’s operations 
would shohy a deficit of somewhat less 


standing that the postal rate had been 
reduced one-third throughout Canada 
and three-fifths between Canada and 
Britain, while the service had been im- 
proved in many particulars. Before 
the reduction in postage took iplace the 
last net deficit was three-quarters of 
a million dollars. ‘he increase in pos- 
tal revenue, notwithstanding the re- 
duction. in postage, was no doubt an in- 
dication of the prpsjenous businest 
condition of the country; but it was 
not less an evidence of good manage- 
ment on the part of the postmaster 
Weneral. The increase of expenditure 
on. the Intercolpnial railway was very 
marked, but so also was the increase 
of business. In fact, the general justi- 
fication made by the Minister for the 
increase of expenditure, was the in- 
creased requirements of the public ser- 
vice resulting from the very prosper- 
ity which produced the increase of 
revenue that made it possible to carry 
the apparent!y heavier burden with 
greater ease. 

‘When the Minister reached his tar- 
iff announcement, the House was key- 
ed up to the highest pitch of expecta- 
tion. There had been unquestionably 
a great deal of pressure brought to 
bear ppon the government to secure 
tariff changes in favor of special in- 
dustries, and a great dea! of talk had 
been current to the effect that these 
efforts had been more or less success- 
ful. It was therefore with a feeling of 
considerable relief that the members 
who stand for low tariff heard the 
announcement of the minister that 
there would be no tariff changes this 
Session. Speaking of the claims which 
had been put forward on behalf of the 
eet sugar industry, he took strong 

round, against any increase in the 
Suty on sugar as a means of aiding 
tthat industry. Sughir was a prime 
necessity and already bore a sufficient- 
ly heavy tax for revenue purposes, 
which gave a very fair amount of in- 
cidental production. He did not favor 
a system of bounties or drawbacks, as 
the adoption of such a system might 
merely induce large expenditures of 
capital which in the end would turn 
out to be fruitless. Three beet sugar 
factories were likely to be constructed 
in Ontario aud one in Alberta. These 
factories were very expensive affairs, 
the princips! cost being the machinery, 
upon the accuracy and efficiency of 
which the means of the whole enter- 


i ed. Some ‘years ago, the 
ee eat) had decided to admit for 
several years this machinery free of 
duty. The term expired in April of 
this year but the government had de- 
cided to extend the time to April of 
next year in order to give the fac- 
tories now in prospect the advantages 
hitherto existing in the free importa- 
tion of their machinery. In order that 
Canadian manufacturers of similar 
machinery might not be at a disadvan- 
tage, it was provided that in case such 
machinery was manufactured in Can- 
ada, the raw material might be im- 
ported free. 


The announcement by the Minister 
that there would be no changes in the 
tariff this session, was received with 
applause on his own side of the House; 
but a further announcement made by 
him that the government was prepared 
to take up the question of tariff chan- 
ges at next session, was applauded 
from the other side of the House. 
While the minister stated his case very 
carefully, announcing that no changes 
would be made without the fullest con-~ 
sideration of the best interests of the 
country, the fact that changes are to 
be made is thought to indicate that 
something other than the best inter- 
ests of the country is the moving 
cause. ‘Although the present taritf 
does not go nearly so far in thereduc- 
tion of daties on manufactured ar- 
ticles as was expected by many of the 
friends of the government when it was 
first framed, they have been content 
to accept it as the best that could fhe 
done under the circumstances. Thucy 
have practically accepted the situation, 
although under protéct, and no clamor 
has come from them for a readjust- 
ment of the tariff. Such arguments 
as have been put forward for read- 
justment have come entirely front th- 
high prctectiacigts, the advocates of 
special] interests, who hope te profit 
by the security which the country feels 
in its present prosperity, to secure 
tariff changes which shall give them 
an extra share of that prosperity. The 
announcement of the Minister of pros- 
pective tariff changes at next session, 
although so carefully, so conservatively 
worded, 1s after all, evidence that 
those whom Sir Richard Cartwright 
used to delight in calling the Red Par- 
lor Brigade have been, at Jeast, meas- 
urably successful in getting in their 
work. The fact that they have stc- 
ceeded so far as to have the question 
of a readjustment of the tariff in the 
direction of higher protection announc- 
edj as a political issue by the Finance 
Minister of a low tariff government 
budget indicates what must be to 
them a very gratifying measure of 
success. a4

The Minister drew attention to 
the operation of a clause in the 
present tariff law under which 
the futy on news print paper 
had ‘been reduced from  twenty- 
five to fifteen per cent, on 


proof that a combination in the paper 
trade existed. The fact that this pro- 
vision. of the law is shown to belwork- 
able is, of course, very satisfactory; 
but in the face of the common under- 
standing that so much of the trade of 
the country is in the hands of com- 
bines, it does sesm that the result is 
hardly proportioned to the magnitude 
of the occasion, particularly when the 
Minister explained that it was still 
argutble whether a large part of the 
mews print paper used in the country 
even now got the benefit of the re- 
duction made. He promised, however, 
that this would be attended to. 

He closed with a clever and timely 
allusion, to the fact that he had been 
able to introduce his British prefer- 
ence on St. George’s Bay, and now was 
able to announce the results of that 
preference and the stil] flowing tide 
of prosperity in the country on the na. 
tional holiday of another great branch 
of the British people. The flag flying 
over the Parliament buildings on tha 
national holiday of Ireland was eyi- 
dence of the concord in which the var- 
ious Sranches of the British race livy- 
ed and worked together in Canada for 
the maintenance of libert y and the in- 
crease of prosperity of the nation and 
of the empire. 

R. L. Borden, leader of the opposi-+ 
tion. topk up the task of criticizing the 
statements of the Firj:nce Minister 
from the party’s point of view. Last 
year Osler, member for West Toron- 
to, assumed the duty of financial critic 
of the opposition; but the result wag 
so far short of the achievements of 
his predecessor in that capacity, Hon. 
Geo. E. Foster, that on this occasion he 
was conspicuous by his absence. The 
leader of the opposition had a heavy 
thisk. E@em! his friends will admit, 
rather too heavy for him, and yet he 
discharged it with grace, good humor, 
Sound logic ahd a_ very moderate 
amoust of force. Tio the statements 
of the Finance Minister regarding the 
General prosperity of the country, he 
had only congratulations to offer. He 
would not concede, however, that the 
world wide prosperity in which Canada 
only shared was due in any degree to 
the policy or administration of the 
present government. He went so far 
as to compare the felicitations of the 
Minister of Finance on the condition 
of the country to the cock which, cronw- 
ing at sunrise, credited himself with 
having brought darlight over the 
world. The prosperity of which the 
Minister of Finance made so much, was 
not within his control, but the increase 
of expenditures of which he made so 
little, was within his control, or of 
that of the government; and on this 
point the leader of the opposition rung 
the changes very effecitivey. He had 
evidently made some very careful cal- 
culations and on estimates of popula- 
tion he a‘gued that the taxation had 
been increased from about $8 per head 
in '96 to nearly $11 per head in 1901. 
Nor did he find the increase of trade 
altogether as satisfactory as had the 
Minister of Iinance, ‘Althiougfi im- 
ports had increased exports had de- 
creased in some important cases. The 
product of the fisheries, forests and 
domestic animals showed Small de- 
creases, ogricultura! products, a small 
tnérease; andr: méinutactures, an inv 
crease of over $2,000,000. He was, 
however. childisbly unfair in excluding 
from his calculation of exports the 
product of the mine which had increas- 
ed some $15,000,000. Although the ex- 
port of the product of the mine itself 
might not be considered altogether as 
an increase of trade, the means which 
lead to the production from the mines, 
necessarily caused an increase of trade, 
which was represented by the export 
of the product itself. if the export 
prodact of our mines increase $15,000,- 
000 in a year, the trade of the country 
certainly has increased by a some- 
what corresponding amount, When | 
it was necessary for Mr. Borden to | 
drop out of his calculations this export 
in.order to prove that the export trade 
of the country was not increasing, it 
Showed how hard run he was for an 
argument. He had noi completed his 
address at six o'clock and moved the 
adjournment of the debate as the 
House did not sit in the evening. Be- 
fore moving an adjournment, he read

a The debate on the hudget continues 


and is not to be concluded until im- 
mediately before the Easter adjourn- 
ment on Wednesday next. Certainly 
it has not lacked interesting features 
as far as it has gove, uua from present 
indications the interest is likely to in- 
«crease, (here hve been such coa- 
fessions of faith regarding trade and 
tariff questions on the liberal side of 
the House as naturally lead low tar- 
iff men at any rate, to wonder where 
they are at. Heyd, of Brantford, 
avowedly one of the mpst pronounced 
liberals in the House, opened his speech 
with a glowing eulogy of the iree trade 
speech of the Minister of Trade and 
Commefce, declared his sytisifactiount 
with the present tariff and with the 
present tariff and with the general 
tariif policy of the government, but 
wound up by painting ia lurid colors 
the stupendous growth of United Sta- 
‘ tes manufacturing industries, the 
stupendous preponderance of wealth 
and productive power there, and con- 
Sequently the danger to the Canadian 
manufacturinz industry of being wiped 
out of existence by Canada being made 
a slaughter market by the manufac- 
turers of the United States. This, he 
declared, was already in progress, and 
action should have been taken by the 
government during the present session 
to adequately protect the threatened 
industries. He would, however, ex- 
pect that the protection would be ex- 
tended at next session. At first, he 
spoke of amendments required to the 
tariff in its minor details, but when 
he) gave a list of mpnutactures of 
Brantford which required increased 
protection, the list included almpst 
every line of manufacturing industry. 
While he began as a free trader, he 
wound up as an extreme protectionist; 
and rung the changes on the immense 
balance of trade against Canada in her 
dealings with United States, This 
galled his patriotic pride and made him 
willing to adopt United States -meth- 
ods to »rotect Canada’s dignity and in- 
terests. 

But it was not until Mr. Charltca 
took the floor that the climax of sur- 
prise to liberals was reached. Mr. 
Caarlion has always posed as the bit- 
ter! opponent of a protective tariff, 
and besides, has always beea reckoned 


as a man of the highest political, as 
well as, personal, principle. It ws 
with a very considerable shock that 


his friends heard him declare that, pre- 
vious to the elections of 1878, he had 
used ever endeavor to induce the gov- 
ernment of Mr. McKenzie to adopt a 
measure of protection as a concession 
to popular feeling, and as sound public 


policy. He expressed regret that his 
advice on that occasion had not been 
adopted, and suggested with a great 


deal of cleverness a comparison be- 

tweein, political conditions then and 
x now, practically warning the govern- 
ie ment that they are in danger if they 
did not accede to prolectionisis de- 
madns. Mr. Chpriton admitted his 
i inconsistency in advocating these 
views, but said that he was always 
prepared to submit to the charge of 
knowing more and better as he grew 
older. Although clever, his method of 
putting the case does not relieve the 
condition that for over twenty years 
he has argued in season and out of 
Season in favor of a principle which he 
now declares that from the start he 
did not believe in. This should cer- 
tainly go a long way towards discred- 
iting the position which he has now 
seen fit to take, or the advice which 
he gives. Proceeding with his argu- 
ment, he practically announced him- 
self as an advanced protectionist pre- 
pared to retaliate upon the States with 
a tariff corresponding in some degree 
to theirs for the protection and up- 
building of Cansdinn industry: ani 
then having exhausted that lines of 
argument, he declared himself as much 
as ever in favor of reciprocal trade re- 
lations with the United States in na- 
tural products, aud was prepared ito 
reopen nevotiations at Washington 
looking to that end, before insisting 
upon the enforcement of his high pro- 
tective ideas. . 

Bro-k, conservative o° Toronto, spoke 
of the injury done to the ~ woollen 
manufacturing industry of Canada by 
the Briiish prefereace on wollen goods. 
His argument let a great deal of day- 
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| light i Heyd 

1 into the cases built up by Hey 
and Charlton as to the danger to Cana- 
dian manufactures from United States 
competition. It was not the United 
States competition that was worrying 
the wollen manufacturers and causing 
them to appeal for an increase of tar- 
iff; it was the British preference that 
was the cause of the trouble; which 
had cut down protection to the wollen 
manufacturers, as he said, below the 
point that they could stand. Putting 
together his add-ess and that of Heyd 
and Charlton ,it would appear that 
the exaggeration of the dangers to 
Canadian manufacturers by United 
States competition was made with the 
real of securing if possible the 
abolitiom of the British preference, for 
noue of these gentlemen suggested a 
retaliatory tariff against the United 
States. The tariff which they advo- 
cated was to be high enough to pro- 
tect against the United States, but it 
was to be the same tariff against all 
the world. Whatever may have been 
said or argued heretofore in regard to 
the present tariff, it is now clear that, 
as the result of its operations, the peo- 
ple of Canada have been getting their 
wollen goods of British manufacture 
at a substantial reduction of price be- 
cause of the operations of the British

Soft Center Steel as used in the manufacturing of these 
Plows, is a combination of very soft and tough steel ang 
another gteel of hard nature. The soft stec! being in the 
centre and the hard stock in the surface, as its name 
implies, 


It is prepared in about the following manner: Fhe sof: 
plate having been rolled to a certain thickness and width 
according to the size of the finished plate it is desired to 
make, is placed in a mould and a fine quality of steel 
melted in a crucible, the old fashioned way, is poured 
into the mould, while fluid, on both sides of the sof 
plates, thus knitting and welding the two stee!s together 
and forming what is called an ingot or block, which is

inches long, weighing something over 200 pounds, 


The next step taken in the manipulation of the ingot is 
to put it in a furnace until it reaches a welding heat, 
when it is placed under a powerful steam hammer. By 
this operation the ingot is flattened, and at the same tin» 
more thoroughly welded together. It is now again heated 
to the proper degree. Then passed through a set of rollers 
which reduces the thickness, but each layer of the steel 
retaining the same relative thickness. After the first 
rolling, in some caser, the slab is taken to the pickling 
bath to remove all scales and dict. Afier 
again heated and passed through the roller until the de 
sired thickness is obtained, resulting in a sound slab of 
steel of 12 to 20 feet in length, 12 
by 3-16, 1-4, or 9-32 inches thick,,as may be contemplated, 
comprising, however, three distinct layers, viz.: Hard, 
soft, and hard of equal thickness.
